Northwest Canada as yet 
is distinctively a wheat country, 
and not much effort is being ex- 
pended in any other direction. But 
traversing the 
different parts of Canada to make 
us very optimistic as to the future 
f the country should it become 
necessary latr on to diversify the 
crops. 

Leaving Dauphin about noon, our 
next destination was Battleford, 
the end of traffic on the Canadian 
Northern.
